Court  Ready 
To  Inflict 
Frosh  Justice

Freshmen,  harken  to  these 
words!  Absolute  justice  is  as- 
sured you  during  freshman 
week  this  year.  So  rejoice ; Es- 
tablished on  basic  principles  of 
democracy,  the  senior  court 
will  protect  your  heritage.  A 
heritage  to  fairness  and  just- 
ice: Trial  by  jury,  the  right  to 
representation  and  counsel!  Organ- 
ized after  the  precedents  our  fath- 
ers established  to  insure  the  rights 
of  man,  this  court,  which  will  con- 
vene at  the  beckoning  of  His  Hon- 
or Art  Gilbert’s  gavel,  will  conform 
accurately  to  accepted  judicial 
forms.

The  other  jury 
members  will  be  chosen  by  lot,  but 
not  wishing  to  leave  your  fate  to 
chance,  the  officials  have  chosen 
the  Riglit  Honorable  Gulliver 
Blackham  to  insure  efficiency.  Mr. 
Rollie  Jensen  as  clerk  of  the  court 
will  be  another  bulwark  protect- 
ing the  rights  of  indicted  freshmen. 
He  announces  this  protection  as 
his  chief  concern.

A conscientious  and  proper  fresh- 
man will  at  all  times  show  respect 
to  upper  classmen,  by  such  acts  of 
consideration  as  a daily  polishing  of 
his  shoes  if  he  request.  Special  at- 
tention to  proper  conduct  and  hu- 
mility will  be  enforced  starting  the 
first  of  next  week.  This  is  of  course 
merely  another  indication  of  the 
upper  classmen’s  concern  for  you. 
They  have  drawn  the  following 
rules  to  guide  you  in  learning  dis- 
cipline and  proper  conduct. 

Every  freshman  must  purchase 
and  wear  a regulation  frosh  cap. 
These  caps  may  be  purchased  in 
the  Education  building  and  not  at 
the  book  store.  Freshmen  inquir- 
ing at  the  book  store  will  be  pen- 
alized for  cluttering  up  the  place. 
The  price  35c  will  include  the  cost 
of  painting  your  name  on  the  front, 
also  5c  of  this  goes  into  the  fresh- 
man treasury.  Note  this  generosity 
in  helping  you  establish  your  funds. 
You  may  purchase  your  cops  any- 
time between  1:30  and  4:30  p.  m. 

To  prove  they  are  safe  walkers 
and  therefore  to  be  trusted  walk- 
ing about  the  campus,  freshmen 


must  carry  as  a pedestrian’s  license 
and  as  identification  card  their  class 
activity  card. 

No  frosh  shall  ^ass  through  in 
or  out  of  the  front  door  of  any 
building  on  the  campus  except  in 
devotionals,  classes  and  evening  en- 
tertainments, unless  otherwise  stip- 
ulated. 

No  frosh  shall  wear  light  colored 
cords  on  the  campus  or  at  any  uni- 
versity function. 

Freshmen  shall  not  cut  in  on  any 
upperclassman  during  a matinee 
dance. 

Every  freshman  must  learn  at 
once  the  College  song  and  pep 
song  and  at  least  five  college  yells, 
and  must  be  ready  to  repeat  them 
upon  request  of  sophomores  or  up- 
perclassmen. 

No  freshman  shall  be  permitted 
to  cultivate  a mustache,  whiskers  or 
other  hirsute  adornment  of  any 
type  upon  the  face. 

All  freshmen  shall  be  subjectexl 
to  all  other  rules  or  special  regula- 
tions that  the  chairman  of  initia- 
tions may  see  fit  to  enact  from  time 
to  time  during  the  period  of  initia- 
tions.

Elder  Richards 
Extols  Service 

Declaring  that  there  is  “no  last- 
ing happiness  except  in  service  and 
goodness,”  Stephen  L.  Richards,  of 
the  council  of  the  twelve,  urged  a 
capacity  audience  of  Brigham 
Young  university  students  at  Wed- 
nesday chapel  period  to  take  full 
advantage  of  university  as  a prep- 
aratory course  for  a full  life. 

The  Salt  Lake  City  church  lead- 
er, a member  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  BYU,  spoke  in  College  hall 
as  the  first  guest  speaker  of  the 
quarter  on  Wednesday. 

Mr.  Richards  described  youth  as 
a time  of  rich  enjoyment,  of  learn- 
ing, and  of  ambition,  and  urged  his 
listeners  to  have  ambition  for  the 
good  things  of  life.  In  guiding  am- 
bition he  suggested  looking  to  the 
higher  and  nobler  accomplishments 
of  “those  who  have . gone  before 
you.”  “Do  not  depreciate  the  past,” 
he  said;  “build  upon  its  founda- 
tions.” 

“If  you  would  repay  your  parents 
for  the  effort,  often  sacrifice,  they 
make  to  enable  you  to  attend  uni- 
versity,” the  speaker  said,  “you  can 
do  so  by  being  the  kind  of  man  and 
women  they  want  you  to  be.” 

Referring  to  the  recent  return 
from  Iran  of  President  Franklin  S. 
Harris,  Mr.  Richards  said  the  uni- 
versity was  fortunate  to  have  a 
president  so  widely  travelled.

Last  weeks  games  revealed  some 
interesting  scores  when  the  strong 
Colorado  U contenders  had  the 
pigskin  pushed  over  their  goal  line 
six  times  by  Texas  and  a blitz- 
kriek  turned  loose  on  their  passing 
game.  Of  ten  attempted  passes, 
four  were  intercepted  and  the  re- 
maining six  knocked  down. 

The  loss  disrupted  the  in-the-bag 
theory  for  Colorado  in  the  Big  Sev- 
en, but  their  ability  in  the  title  race 
should  not  be  underestimated.  Utah 
and  Utah  State  suffered  similar  de- 
feats at  the  hands  of  Santa  Clara 
and  San  Jose.  Utah  suffered  a 
sount  trouncing  to  the  tune  of  34  - 
13  but  will  be  out  to  avenge  the  de- 
feat this  Saturday.  San  Jose  easily 
overpowered  an  Aggie  ekven  19  to 
0;  however,  the  Aggies  are  capable 
of  some  surprises  and  their  pass  de- 
fense is  particularly  effective. 

Wyoming  defeated  New  Mexico 
7-3  in  the  surprise  of  the  gridiron, 
and  Colorado  State  displayed  a new 
powerhouse  to  smother  Colorado 
Mines  25  to  0.  The  previous  night 
BYU  fought  through  a rainy  night 
with  Nevada  U and  the  curtain  was 
pulled  at  6 - 6.  The  same  evening 
Denver  U won  a hard  fought  con- 
test with  Iowa  State,  winning  14  to 
7. 


Two  ties — one  in  1928  and  the 
second  in  1938 — is  the  best  the 
Cougars  hav?  been  able  to  do 
against  * their  traditional  rivals, 
Utah,  since  the  two  teams  began 
modern  competition  in  1923.
